Reasons for Allowances 

Applicants' amendments and remarks submitted December 10, 2009 have been entered 
and considered, and found persuasive to put the application in condition for Allowance. 
Particularly, The prior art as a whole fails to teach or suggest a CLA ester composition 
comprising less than 1% total 8,10 octadecadienoic acid, 11,13 octadecadienoic acids and trans- 
trans octadecadienoic acids (page 6, the last paragraph of the specification). 

In the copy of claims submitted December 10, 2009, claims 19-30 are listed as withdrawn 
pending claims. This is in error. Note, claims 19-30 were cancelled in applicants' response filed 
December 2, 2002. Applicant acknowledged the cancellation in the appeal brief filed 6/25/2007. 
Claims 19-30 are treated as cancelled.
